Tutti Frutti Tapioca. 


Three fruits are enough to use to 
make tutti frutti (all fruits) flavors or 
seasonings: Most correctly these are 
dried fruits, and dried fruits perhaps 
make the best tapfocas, just .as with 
them we get the best batter puddings. 

The general proportions for a dried 
fruit tapioca per cup of thickened 
liquid may be three dates, a. dozen 
raisins, and four prunes—all cut fine, 
or leave ‘the prunes whole, since they 
are attractive so. .The liquid may 


be water alone or one-third milk and 


‘| water.

two-thirds water, or a fruit juice and 
It is best to cook the water 
and the tapioca together first, and a 
tablespoon and a half of granulated 
tapioca is enough for each cup of 
liquid when all preserved fruits are 
used, except when made in large quan- 
tities, then it is best to use about two 
tablespoons of taptoca per cup. With 
fresh fruits which have so much water 
it is perhaps always best to use the 
two. 

It is not necessary to use egg, but 
when eggs are used, of course; not 
quite so much tapioca is needed.
